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Masterplan is set 
to stop expansion 


A MASTERPLAN for 
growth should make 
sure Britain’s second 
smallest city does not 
expand beyond 25,000 
residents or rely on 
out-of-town shopping, 
an expert has said. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has 
commissioned an ‘Ely 
Masterplan’ as the city’s 
population rises - from 
15,100 people in 2001 to an 
estimated 17,500 today 

Residents have called for more 
local jobs and better facilities to 
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stop Ely becoming a commuter 
dormitory for Cambridge. 

The City of Ely Perspective 
will be one of the groups offering 
its views to consultants URBED 
(Urban and Economic Develop¬ 
ment), who will prepare the 
masterplan for the council. 
Philip Eden, chairman of the 
Perspective, believes attracting 
the right amount of retail and 
employment growth in the right 
places is the key. He said: “On 
retail, it is important it is town 
centre not out-of-town and that it 
is the right mix - not all national 
multiples. 

“On employment, I would like 


to think we would feel the 
benefits of what Cambridge has 
had for years and make people 
think Ely is a good place to do 
business. We have people with 
good skills living here.” 

Mr Eden feels there are limits 
to the growth Ely can take. He 
said: “I think we are already 
going to be at about 21,000 by 
2012. I wouldn’t like to see Ely 
grow over 25,000 - it will begin to 
lose some of its character.” 

URBED will produce a draft 
report before the end of the year 
with a consultation on the 
findings in the New Year. 

Ely’s mayor, Coun Ron Brad- 
ney, believes the city must plan 
for growth. He said: “I don’t 
think we should lose any of Ely’s 


special character, but people 
want to have better facilities. Not 
just shops, but doctors, sports 
and leisure facilities. We want all 
of these in Ely - we don’t want to 
have to keep travelling to 
Cambridge.” 

Coun Peter Moakes, chairman 
of the council’s strategic develop¬ 
ment committee, said: “In other 
cities, masterplans have made a 
huge difference to the future 
outlook of urban and rural areas. 

“You just need to look at the 
regeneration of urban areas like 
Manchester, or more rural areas 
such as Cirencester in the 
Cotswolds, or Selby in North 
Yorkshire, to see how effective 
planning can create cities to be 
proud of.”

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THE shock resignation 
of county council leader 
Shona Johnstone has not 
jeopardised plans for a 
Cambridge congestion 
charge, her successor 
claimed. 

The Cambridgeshire County 
Council leader quit after 
admitting she made an error 
of judgement by intervening 
in the appointment of a new 
chief executive. 

As the figurehead for the 
controversial proposals, her 
decision to step down after 
just six months prompted 
speculation that the plans 
would be dropped. 

But Coun Keith Walters, 
caretaker leader until May, 
said it was business as usual - 
although he stressed the 
council had not yet committed 
to anything. 

A series of road toll consul¬ 
tation roadshows kicked off 
on Tuesday and Coun Walters 
urged people to use their 
voice. 

At 44, Coun Johnstone, a 
mother of three, was the 
council’s youngest ever leader. 
Her resignation came after a 
turbulent few weeks in which 
she was accused of losing the 
council its new chief exec¬ 
utive, splits emerged within 
her party over the issue of 
congestion charging and 
inspectors found the council 
was only performing to “mini¬ 
mum requirements”. 

Pressure has been mounting 
on Coun Johnstone to step 
down since it emerged she 
called Mark Lloyd, chief 
executive of Durham County 
Council, the day after he was 
offered the job of chief 
executive. 

The appointments com¬ 
mittee, which meets in secret, 
all formally voted in favour of 
Mr Lloyd. 

But sources close to the 
council revealed the panel 
split four-three with Coun 
Johnstone allegedly favouring 
internal candidate, Gordon 
Jeyes, deputy chief executive 
for children and young people. 

The committee agreed to 
put on a united front and 
offered Mr Lloyd the job but 
Coun Johnstone called him to 
express concerns. 

Coun Johnstone maintains 


she did not ask him to 
withdraw but it is believed she 
had doubts about whether she 
could work with him. 

When he called back to say 
he was still going to take the 
job, she expressed her 
disappointment. He then 
turned it down, leaving the 
council to start its search 
again. 

Opponents demanded Coun 
Johnstone’s resignation. 
When she refused, they 
reported her to the Standards 
Board for England. 

Opposition councillors said 
on Monday Coun Johnstone 
had done the “right thing” but 
that it was a sad end to her 
political career. 

Coun Johnstone said she 
decided to resign because she 
believed it would be in the 
best interests of the county 
council and its services. 

She said: “I accept I made an 
inappropriate phone call but I 
was driven entirely by my 
desire to get the best possible 
candidate. 

“As in any large organ¬ 
isation, the relationship 
between the leader or 


chairman and the chief 
executive is very important. If 
that relationship fails then it 
usually means the organ¬ 
isation fails. It was that con¬ 
cern that was my sole motive 
for making that phone call. 

“At no point did I ask that 
candidate to withdraw. I 
accept I made an error of 
judgement in contacting the 
candidate directly For that 
reason and for that reason 
alone I am now resigning as 
leader.” 

Coun David Jenkins, leader 
of the Liberal Democrat 
group, said: “She has done the 
right thing and I recognise 
that. That takes a certain 
amount of courage.” 

But he expressed doubts 
about whether the council 
would be able to implement its 
road toll agenda. 

Conservative Coun Lister 
Wilson, chair of the adult and 
social care scrutiny com¬ 
mittee, revealed last week 
there were 22 congestion¬ 
charging rebels in the Tory 
ranks. 

Coun Jenkins said: “The 
administration shows signs of 


cracks. Keith has a great 
reputation and is a good 
consensus politician. 

“Caretaker leaders gen¬ 
erally don’t have the mandate 
to make the changes 
necessary to make im¬ 
provements. It’s going to be 
incredibly tough.” 

He said the opposition 
would reconsider its Stan¬ 
dards Board complaint, 
adding: “We said if she would 
resign we would consider that 
as justice being done.” 

Liberal Democrat Coun 
Julian Huppert, East 
Chesterton, said: “I’m pleased 
she has done the inevitable 
and honourable thing. It is a 
sad end to her career. She is 
very good at many things and 
it is a shame for it to end this 
way.” 

Coun Martin Ballard, 
Labour group leader, said: 
“My emotions are of some 
sadness. She’s given herself 
very strongly to the job. On a 
personal level I wish her 
well.” 

Coun Johnstone will 
continue to be councillor for 
Willingham.

Fuming residents call 
for parking permits 


PARKING permits for 
residents who fear they 
will be driven off their 
streets would waste tax¬ 
payers’ money, a council 
says. 

Some city centre residents in 
Ely want permits because they 
believe morning restrictions 
designed to create spaces for 
shoppers will clog up their 
streets and force them to move 
their cars several times a day 

A group held a protest before 
a meeting of the council’s 
environment and transport 
committee on Tuesday 

But the council says a permit 
scheme would spend Council 
Tax funds on the few, not the 
many, and argues the scheme 
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will work smoothly without one. 

Parking in city centre car 
parks, which is free, will be 
restricted to 90 minutes bet¬ 
ween 8am and 10am from De¬ 
cember 10 to push out commut¬ 
ers to a new £1 million car park 
on Angel Drove. 

Sandra Blickem, who lives in 
Silver Street, believes East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil is “creating a monster” with 
the new rules. 

She said: “This new parking 
limit, instead of solely affecting 
train commuters, will affect city 
centre commuters and residents 
alike, who have no provision for 
parking. 


“This will turn the city’s car 
parks and streets into chess¬ 
boards, with cars jostling for 
new spaces elsewhere at 9.30, 
and will affect all those resi¬ 
dents who do currently have on¬ 
street parking, as their streets 
will become crammed full with 
cars that have had to vacate the 
car parks.” 

Shop workers in the city 
centre look set to secure their 
own permit scheme to exempt 
them from the restrictions - the 
environment and transport 
committee was due to vote on 
the issue this week. 

Coun John Seaman, chairman 
of the council’s environment 
and transport committee, said: 
“Far from creating a monster, 
the council - following extens¬ 
ive public consultation - is 


developing a car parking regime 
to benefit as many people as 
possible. 

“We currently spend £400,000 
a year to maintain and secure 
our public car parks for 
everyone to use, not a limited 
few. 

“We do regret that a minority 
of residents feel they are being 
inconvenienced, but I am sure 
residents of East Cambridge¬ 
shire would prefer their Council 
Tax pays for access for all, 
rather than guarantee a space 
for a small number. 

“We believe this scheme will 
work, but clearly we will eval¬ 
uate the regime over the next 
six months and, if necessary, we 
will make changes where appro¬ 
priate.” 


Protesters 
fail to stop 
grant cut 

COUNCILLORS have voted through cuts 
for the group that runs Ely Cinema. 

East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s internal overview and scrutiny 
committee voted to go ahead with a 40 
per cent cut to the grant it gives to ADeC, 
meaning the grant will decrease by 
£70,000 from its current £174,242 in April. 

The scrutiny committee had been 
asked to look at the cuts by the 
community services committee after 
objections from Gareth Wilson and Ian 
Allen, two Lib Dem councillors. 

The committee was presented with a 
1,200-signature petition against the move. 
But at a meeting attended by around 40 
members of the public, the committee 
approved the cut. The five Conservative 
members voted in support of the original 
decision and the four Lib Dem members 
opposed it. 

Among the members of the public who 
spoke at the meeting was Stephen 
Mingay, a policeman awarded an MBE 
for his bravery at King’s Cross during 
the 7/7 bombings, who is chairman of 
the ADeC-backed Fenland Jam music 
project for youngsters. 

He said: “ADeC has taken 60-plus 
young people and given them something 
constructive to do with their time out¬ 
side of school hours. How many of these 
youngsters could be on the streets now 
costing money in terms of minor dis¬ 
order and damage if it were not for 
ADeC?” 

But Coun Fred Brown said ADeC gave 
only £409 to Fenland Jam last year. 

He added that he believed East 
Cambridgeshire’s spending on arts 
provision should be more in line with 
neighbouring Fenland District Council 
and Forest Heath District Council, which 
he said amounted to £45,000 and £90,000 a 
year respectively 

Streets are set to be 
named after heroes 

TWO local heroes could be 
commemorated in street names. 

Soham Town Council’s planning 
committee has agreed to suggest the 
names Case Morris Lane and Vassa 
Avenue to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for consideration. 

The names refer to Olaudah Equiano 
(also known as Gustavus Vassa), a 
Soham resident who played a 
prominent role in the movement to 
abolish the slave trade in the 18th 
century, and to another townsman, 
William Case Morris, who set up a 
network of children’s homes in 
Argentina during the early 20th 
century.

Inquiry told that A10 
expansion spells danger

WIDENING of the 
A10 proposed as part 
of the Mereham 
development would 
put drivers in “unac¬ 
ceptable” danger, a 
council expert has 
told an inquiry. 

Multiplex Stannifer 
wants to widen the road 
south of the junction with 
the A1123 - without mak¬ 
ing it a dual carriageway 
- as part of its plans for a 
5,100-home town near 
Stretham. 

But Amanda Mays, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s team leader for 
accident investigation 
and prevention, told a 
planning inquiry into the 
scheme that higher off- 
peak speeds on the wid¬ 
ened carriageway and 
merging points with bus 
lanes would cause prob¬ 
lems. 

Last week, the inquiry 
heard from Andy Mac¬ 
donald, the managing 
director of Multiplex De¬ 
velopments. 

He was given a rough 
reception by a member of 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council and told to 
“pack his bags and leave” 
if he believes in democ¬ 
racy. 

The county and district 
councils are fighting 
Multiplex’s plans, as they 
believe Mereham is not 
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needed to meet regional 
housing targets and 
would overload roads into 
Cambridge. 

Multiplex says the town 
will help meet Govern¬ 
ment targets for three 
million homes by 2020 and 
argues “high quality” bus 
links to Ely and Cam¬ 
bridge, including a new 
Park-and-Ride site at Mil- 
ton, would mean there is 
no extra congestion. 

Ms Mays told the in¬ 
quiry that she recom¬ 
mends rejecting Multi¬ 
plex’s scheme as it would 
have an “unacceptable 
effect on the safety of 
traffic on the A10”. 

She said that car and 
bus lanes would be in 
tight proximity at the new 
Park-and-Ride site in 
Milton, causing problems 
at the Butt Lane junction. 

The widening would 
also have an effect on 
pedestrians in villages 
like Waterbeach and 
Milton, the inquiry heard. 
Ms Mays said: “The wide 
carriageway and high off- 
peak speeds would inc¬ 
rease the difficulties for 
pedestrians and residents 
wishing to cross the 
road.”

Representatives from 
the Highways Agency will 
be questioned by the 
councils and Multiplex 
tomorrow. 

■ Mereham has been 
raised in the House of 
Commons by Jim Paice, 
MP for South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. Mr Paice ask¬ 
ed Hazel Blears, who will 
make the final decision on 
Mereham as Secretary of 
State for Communities 
and Local Government, 
for assurances that 
Government targets for 
three million homes by 
2020 will not “override 
local democracy”. 

She said: “The decision 
will be made with integ¬ 
rity and probity. I can 
assure the honourable 
gentleman that all decis¬ 
ions will be made prop¬ 
erly, in accordance with 
all the local plans and the 
most up-to-date planning 
rules.” 


Last week, Andy 
Macdonald, the managing 
director of Multiplex 
Developments, made the 
company’s case for the 
development. 

Mr Macdonald said that 
Mereham will be an 
environmentally-friendly 
“sustainable commun¬ 
ity”, providing miscan- 
thus to be burned at the 
Elean Power Station and 
aimed to reduce the need 
for residents to travel off 
the site on the A10 near 
Stretham. 

But Coun Anna Bailey, 
a member of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Cou¬ 
ncil, spoke of “over¬ 
whelming opposition” to 
Mereham among local 
people and asked Mr 
Macdonald if he believed 
in democracy. She then 
said: “Would you like any 
help in packing your bags 
and leaving our area?” 

Simon Bird, represent¬ 


ing the councils, attacked 
Mr Macdonald over the 
financial viability and 
deliverability of Mere¬ 
ham. 

He said: “You are 
saying your site is 
deliverable at an early 
stage and that it is more 
deliverable than any 
other site in the Cam¬ 
bridge region. 

“One of the key issues 
is whether it stacks up 
financially and you are 
not providing any 
information because it is 
commercially sensitive.” 

Mr Macdonald said 
evidence from the coun¬ 
cils that Mereham will 
lose money was based on 
“crude” costings. 

Multiplex had earlier 
argued that Mereham is 
needed because the A14 
upgrade will slow the 
building of 9,500 homes at 
Northstowe, near Oaking- 
ton and Longstanton. 

Robin Purchas QC, 
representing Multiplex, 
cross-examined planning 
expert Bill Brisbane on 
his forecast that 11,862 
homes will be built in the 
Cambridge sub-region 
between 2007 and 2012. 

Mr Brisbane, giving 
evidence against Mere¬ 
ham for the councils, has 
argued that new homes 
being built elsewhere 
mean the town is not 
needed. 


Cathedral is

Polly Perkins of the branch said: “It 
was a magnificent day - the cathedral 
was full.” 

Members of 25 Engineer Regiment, 
based at Waterbeach, joined the 
veterans, along with police officers, 
Scouts, Guides, Cubs and Brownies. 

After the services, around 40 wreaths 
were laid at the city’s war memorial in 
Market Place. 

Veterans and supporters then joined 
Royal British Legion members from 
Littleport for a concert from the 
Littleport Band. 

The Littleport branch had earlier 
marked Remembrance weekend with a 
special unveiling ceremony for a new 
memorial to wartime hero Jim 
Nightall.

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Author with degenerative 
disease took her own life

after three previous attempts to end 
her own life, an inquest in Ely 
heard. 

Her husband of 48 years, Michael 
Grosvenor Myer, told the Weekly 
News : “It was a degenerative 
disease and she decided she had 
degenerated enough. I think that 
what she did was rational and 
courageous.”

University and former school¬ 
teacher in the city, Mrs Grosvenor 
Myer published 15 books, including 
works on Jane Austen and 
Charlotte Bronte, and the campus 
novel Culture Shock. 

She died at her home in West 
End, Haddenham, on August 9. Her 
body was found by Mr Grosvenor 
Myer, 75, when he returned from a 
day in the university library, the 
inquest heard. 

William Morris, coroner for 
north and east Cambridgeshire, 
said that she left a note on her 


computer in which she expressed 
her love for her husband and 
thanked him for his support 
throughout their marriage. 

Mr Grosvenor Myer, also a writer 
and critic, said: “It is exactly three 
months now. I’m coping - I’m 
managing.” 

Mrs Grosvenor Myer, who 
published the Continuum Encyclo¬ 
paedia of British Literature in 2003, 
struggled with Parkinson’s throug¬ 
hout the last decade of her life. 

Mr Morris read evidence from 
Mrs Grosvenor Myer’s GP stating 
that she had complained of in¬ 
creasing weakness in her right arm 
and leg, and deterioration in her 
handwriting. 


Mrs Grosvenor Myer was born in 
the Forest of Dean in 1935, the 
daughter of a coalminer. 

After leaving school at 16 to work 
as a reporter in local newspapers 
and working on women’s maga¬ 
zines, she gained a first-class 
degree from Cambridge University 
as a mature student, studying 
under the famous critic QD Leavis. 

In the 80s and 90s, Mrs Grosvenor 
Myer taught at universities in 
Beijing, where her posting was cut 
short by the Tiananmen Square 
shootings, and Freetown, Sierra 
Leone. 

Her novel based on her Tian¬ 
anmen experiences, The Butterfly 
House, appeared in 1998. 


Marina’s 
‘danger 
trees’ face 
the chop 

A MARINA owner has 
been given permission to 
cut down trees after 
safety worries. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has 
given the go-ahead for 
seven poplar and two 
horse chestnut trees to be 
felled or pruned at the 
Cathedral Marina in Ely, 
run by Jeremy Tyrrell. 

The council says the 
condition of the trees has 
deteriorated through 
disease, with branches 
dying and falling off. 

There will be a one-for- 
one replanting scheme, 
with more suitable trees 
replacing those felled. 

David Archer, the 
council’s executive direc¬ 
tor for development serv¬ 
ices, said: “Our tree 
officer, Cathy White, has 
given careful consider¬ 
ation to the tree survey 
report and recommend¬ 
ations from various 
experts and it is with 
regret that these trees 
have to be removed. 
Unfortunately, these trees 
have become dangerous 
and diseased so for the 
safety of the public, they 
have to be removed. 

“We will ensure any 
work done on site will be 
to British standards and 
we will monitor the work 
and replanting as it 
progresses.

New car parking rules may 
not achieve the best results 


Sir, assuming my information is correct, 
the forthcoming new parking restrictions 
for Barton Square car park to start in 
December, decided upon by East Cambs 
Traffic Management Joint Committee, 
headed by Coun John Seaman, will not 
achieve what the committee have in 
mind. That is, if they are meant solely to 
deter train commuters from using it, and 
instead diverting them to the new car 
park at Angel Drove in order to collect 
revenue to pay for the building costs of 
the scheme. 

This new parking limit of 90 minutes 
between 9am and 10am for all cars, 
instead of solely affecting train 
commuters who actually arrive much 
earlier, will affect city centre commuters 
and residents alike, who have no 
provision for parking. This will turn the 
city’s car parks and streets into 
chessboards, with cars jostling for new 
spaces elsewhere at 9.30am, and will 
affect all those residents who do 


currently have on-street parking, as their 
streets will become crammed full with 
cars that have had to vacate the car 
parks. This will cause mayhem and is 
totally in opposition to the county 
council’s and the police’s ongoing 
objective of clearing the streets of as 
many vehicles as possible. 

The reason these measures are doomed 
to immediate failure is because most 
train commuters arrive at Barton Square 
well before 8.15am just to get to the 
closest commute of Cambridge, with 
London commuters arriving much earlier. 
For these restrictions to be effective 
they’d need to be in place from 6.15am 
to 8.15am. These earlier times would 
additionally eliminate the need to put in 
the costly scheme of parking permits for 
city commuters that they’ve now found 
necessary to introduce alongside their 
restrictions. This additional scheme 
would be ongoing and a continual 
expense to operate and enforce and 


would cancel out any income from Angel 
Drove. It would also be time-consuming 
and awkward to monitor and operate 
both on the ground and administratively 
due to the dynamics of the ever-changing 
workforce. 

As it will be necessary to have a parking 
enforcer on site anyway, why not only 
monitor the new arrivals between these 
earlier restricted times? This would be far 
more practical, eliminating the need for 
permits for most of the city centre 
commuters plus the need for residents to 
vacate the car park. 

Under the committee’s current proposals, 
the council is creating a monster. Is there 
any reason not to adjust the timings to 
suit the purpose and only monitor the 
early morning arrivals? Your comments 
are most welcome.

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ASBO teen is on 


a tag

A TEENAGER with an 
ASBO will be tagged and 
put under curfew after she 
drunkenly threatened to 
throw herself off a rail 
bridge. 

Faye Szulc, 19, admitted 
breaching her anti-social 
behaviour order by trespassing 
on a railway line in Ely 

Magistrates in Ely heard that 
Szulc threatened to jump from a 
bridge as the police tried to coax 
her down, with 13 trains held up. 

She was put under home 
curfew between 7pm and 7am, 
and ordered to complete a two- 
year treatment programme for 
alcohol problems. 

Szulc, of Christopher Tye 
Close, Ely, must also complete a 
two-year supervision order with 
the probation service, which 
includes the ‘Think First’ 
programme aimed at changing 
offenders’ behaviour, and pay 
costs of £100. 

Magistrates said Szulc does 
not have to pay compensation to 
Network Rail. 

At a previous hearing, the 
court heard that 13 trains were 
delayed as police tried to talk 
her down from the bridge, 
costing Network Rail £5,243. 

Szulc was given a two-year 
ASBO in June 2006, banning her 
from using abusive, threatening 
or insulting words or behaviour 
in Ely or Soham. 

The order was extended to 
stop her entering the City of Ely 
Community College in April 
this year after she abused school 
staff. 

Szulc was one of a group of 
drunken youngsters seen on the 
railway line at Willow Walk on 
August 3. Police were called at 
9.50pm, with Szulc eventually

coming down from the bridge at 
11.30pm. 

Szulc pleaded guilty to breach 
of her ASBO, to trespass and to 
stealing two bottles of alcohol 
from Waitrose in Ely. 

The terms of her order were 


amended to allow her to collect 
and drop off a young relative at 
the Lantern School. 

In September, the order was 
amended to allow her to enter a 
building at the City of Ely 
Community College for a class. 


Farmers paid to manage land 


ACRES of Cambridge¬ 
shire countryside is 
being looked after by 
farmers. 

Campaigning group 
Natural England pays 
farmers to manage land 
in an environmentally 
friendly way under its 
entry level stewardship 
scheme. 

More than 156,000 
hectares of Cambridge¬ 
shire countryside is 
now being cared for as a 
result of this scheme. 


Hedgerows, field mar¬ 
gins which protect 
hedges, watercourses 
and woodland, arable 
and grass land are all 
being conserved, along 
with 3,000 in-field trees 
and 29 farm ponds. 

An estimated 250 hec¬ 
tares of wild bird seed 
mixture has been 
planted. 

Shaun Thomas, Nat¬ 
ural England’s east of 
England regional di¬ 
rector, said: “There is 


now clear evidence that 
stewardship is attract¬ 
ive to farmers. 

“Members are able to 
make a real contri¬ 
bution to the quality of 
the countryside in 
which they live and 
work. 

“They receive a finan¬ 
cial reward for effective 
management of their 
land, a guaranteed £30 
per hectare per year for 
five years. 

“The uptake illu¬ 


strates the aims of the 
scheme are well on the 
way to being met. 

“But there is still 
more to achieve, which 
is why we are running 
workshops to help more 
people apply”

Campaigner in dismay over

Plans could 
see a school 
double in size

A PRIMARY school 
could double in size 
to cope with more 
families in a rapidly 
growing city - but 
new schools may 
also be needed. 

The Lantern Primary 
School in Ely, which 
opened in 2004 to ease 
pressure on places, will 
increase from 210 to 420 
pupils by 2014 under 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council plans. 

But the council pre¬ 
dicts there will be a 
shortage of primary 
places in the city by 2010, 
even with an intake of an 
extra 60 pupils per year at 
the Lantern instead of 30. 

Some parents in Ely 
have already had prob¬ 
lems finding places for 
their children at their 
nearest school. 

The council will con¬ 
sult the public on the 
Lantern expansion. If it 
then goes ahead, a public 
notice will be issued on 
January 31, 2008.

Jan Cobley, head¬ 
teacher of the Lantern, 
said: “It is still very 
much in the planning 
stage. If people locally 
and at the local authority 
support the plans, then 
the planning for the 
expansion will be quite 
exciting. 

“The population here 
is growing and because 
of that pressure we have 
now filled all the accom¬ 
modation we have rather 
more quickly than 
anticipated.” 

The Lantern would 


grow by 30 pupils a year, 
starting in September 
2008. 

Building work would 
begin the same month, 
with “mobile accommod¬ 
ation” for some pupils 
until the opening of 
extra classrooms in 
September 2009. 

A council document 
reveals that across Ely’s 
three primary schools, 
“the number starting 
reception has exceeded 
the 180 places available” 
for the past two years. 

The document adds 
that if an extra 2,000 to 
2,500 homes in the city 
comes on top of the 
numbers already expect¬ 
ed by 2021, “there will be 
a need for more schools 
in Ely”. Initial discus¬ 
sions will take place with 
schools this term. 

Fiona Burness, an 
education officer in the 
council’s infrastructure 
services department, 
said a new school was 
not yet thought neces¬ 
sary, but all options 
would be explored. 

She added there had to 
be a plan to cope with 
any further growth.

TTie Evening News is backing the 
Teenage Cancer Trust’s (TCT) 
plans to build a specialist unit at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital that will 
provide care for 10 young 
patients. 

The overall cost is £2 million - 
and readers are being asked to 
dig deep to help raise half that 
amount. 

Money donated by readers will 
help teenage cancer patients like 
Gemma Workman, 18, who is 
undergoing a two-year course of 
treatment at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

Gemma, who is being treated for 
acute lympoblastic lymphoma, 
said: “That one little pound can 
make a huge difference. People 
don’t know what we are going 
through but a little thing can do a 
lot to help us.” 

Design of the TCT unit is under 
way and it will incorporate lots of 
ideas from teenage cancer 
patients themselves. 

Building work is due to start in 
the spring and should be 
complete by autumn 2008. 

The unit will treat patients aged 
between 13 and 22 from East 
Anglia and surrounding areas. It 
will include a mixture of in¬ 


patient and out-patient beds as 
well as day care facilities. 

The design will include open- 
plan social and recreational 
facilities, a kitchen and dining 
area for patients and parents, 
digitally-controlled lighting and 
the latest technology - com¬ 
puters, game consoles, inter¬ 
active systems and broadband 
connectivity. 

Cancer is the most common 
cause of non-accidental death in 
teenagers and young adults - six 
teenagers a day are diagnosed 
with cancer - but the East of 
England has no specialist 
treatment facilities for teenagers. 
That is why the TCT needs help. 
The Evening News appeal is 
backed by Press Relief, the 
News’ charity. 

For Gemma, cancer came like a 
bolt from the blue. On the 
morning of July 7, she was 
struggling for breath and dad 
Paul drove her to hospital in 
Peterborough. She was diag¬ 
nosed with acute lympoblastic 
lymphoma and moved to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital where 
she is being treated in the adult 
ward. 

She praised the nurses and care 
she receives but has no doubt 
the TCT unit would make a great 
difference to her and other 
teenagers. 

She said: “It would make quite a 
lot of difference to be able to mix 
with people of my own age.”

Mum Mandy depends on the 
discretion of the ward manager 
to stay overnight at the hospital - 
but at the new unit, there would 
be more beds for parents. 

Debbie Holland, Addenbrooke’s 
teenage and young adult cancer 
nurse co-ordinator, said: “People 
like Gemma are not children, 
they have separate needs. That 
is why we need the new unit. We 
want to be able to develop 
dedicated care in an age- 
appropriate environment.”

SCHOOLS across 
Cambridgeshire have 
been stripped of 
thousands of pounds 
worth of copper and 
lead from their roofs. 

Metal worth £75,000 was 
stolen as 22 schools around 
the county were targeted 
in the past few months. 

Senior councillors at 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council have condemned 
the thefts for disrupting 
children’s education and 
putting lives at risk. 

A total of 13 schools in 
Cambridge and South 
Cambridgeshire have been 
the victims of lead or 
copper theft. Thieves have 
struck twice at Milton 
Road Primary School and 
four times at the Histon 
Early Years Centre. 

There have been three 
similar thefts in East 
Cambridgeshire - at 
Fordham Primary School, 
Weatheralls Primary 
School in Soham and 
Isleham Primary School. 

In Huntingdonshire, 
Hinchingbrooke School, in 
Huntingdon, and Priory 
Park Infant School, in St 
Neots, have been targeted. 

And there have been 
thefts from four schools in

Fenland, including Crom¬ 
well Community College, 
in Chatteris. 

The thefts will cost the 
county council more than 
£75,000, and the authority 
is increasing security at 
school sites as a result. 

Coun Jill Tuck, cabinet 
member for children and 
young people’s services, 
said: “These thefts are 
highly irresponsible and 
on the increase. 

“Not only do they 
disrupt children’s educ¬ 
ation when affected 
buildings have to close, but 
they also pose a great 
danger - not only to the 
children but also to the 
thieves themselves. 

“The theft of copper and 
lead on a scale such as this 
requires large vehicles and 
takes considerable time. 

“I would urge everyone 
to be vigilant and report 
any suspicious activity 
around schools to contact 
the police immediately.” 

Dr Anthony Russell, the 
Bishop of Ely wrote to 
Julie Spence, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s Chief Con¬ 
stable, in August about the 


high number of metal 
thefts from churches, 
which has cost parishes 
more than £1 million. 

St Mary the Virgin 
Church in Fen Ditton was 
struck four times in 
September. The thefts have 
cost £12,000 and although 
the church is insured it 
has to pay a contribution 
towards replacing the lead. 

Detective Inspector 
Martin Brunning said: “A 
force-wide operation is 
ongoing to tackle metal 
theft offenders. 

“I would urge the people 
of Cambridgeshire to 
continue providing us with 
information and report 
any suspicious behaviour, 
particularly around vuln¬ 
erable buildings such as 
churches, schools and 
other public buildings. 

“It is our aim to catch 
people in the act of 
committing these thefts, 
and tip-offs from the public 
are crucial.”

DON’T miss the bus, apply now 
for free travel. 

This is the message to over-60s across 
Cambridgeshire. 

Free nationwide bus travel comes into 
force on April 1, but transport bosses are 
keen to make sure everyone who qualifies 
has their new pass in time. 

A new plastic smart card with a 
computer chip is needed by over-60s and 
the disabled if they are going to benefit. 
Council chiefs are urging people to get 
their applications in early to prevent a 
backlog. 

At present pass holders can only travel 
free within Cambridgeshire, but next year 
they will be able to go anywhere in the 
country. 

People have to apply to their district 
council for a new pass, which will not 
arrive before March 2008. 

Our sister paper, the Cambridge 
Evening News, stepped in last year after it 
emerged pensioners across the county 
were being taken for April Fools by the 
Government, which had failed to fund the 
scheme properly. 

Thousands of people were left stranded, 
unable to get to shops, banks, post offices 
or their friends because they could only 


travel within their own district. 

Those in South Cambridgeshire were hit 
particularly hard. 

More than 10,000 people signed the 
Evening News petition, which was taken 
to 10 Downing Street, and Cambridgeshire 
County Council stepped in to thrash out a 
deal with the districts and bus operators to 
stump up the extra cash to make the 
scheme work. 

Now over-60s and the disabled are to 
benefit from national travel and transport 
bosses are keen to make sure that no-one 
who is eligible misses out. 

Cambridge City Council has written to 
existing holders of concessionary bus 
passes and sent them an application form. 

Residents who have not yet had a pass 


need to take proof of eligibility and 
residence plus two passport-sized photo¬ 
graphs to the city council cashiers’ depart¬ 
ment in St Andrew’s Street. 

Any existing pass holder who has not 
received a form should contact the council 
on (01223) 457273. 

Coun Sian Reid, portfolio holder for 
climate change and growth, said: “We 
welcome this initiative, which will be of 
such great value to older and disabled 
people. Please apply for your new national 
bus pass now, to ensure that you receive it 
in good time.” 

People living in South Cambridgeshire 
need to contact their district council on 
08450 450 500 for a form. 

Completed forms, together with a 


passport photograph, should be returned 
to SCDC’s office at Cambourne in person 
or using the pre-paid envelope supplied. 

Coun Nick Wright, portfolio holder for 
development services at SCDC, said: “If 
you are eligible for a new bus pass it’s very 
important that you apply today. This is so 
that all the new passes can be processed in 
time for the new scheme which goes live in 
April 2008. 

“The scheme is a national one, which 
means you can use your bus pass on local 
services right across the country. Whether 
you are going to Newcastle or Newquay, 
you can use your new pass. For those who 
have applied for a new bus pass already, 
please bear in mind your new pass will not 
be issued until March, 2008.”

Homes to be 
built on old 
school site 

PLANS for 159 new homes can go ahead 
after councillors gave the green light. 

Persimmon Homes will build the new 
houses at the former site of Littleport 
Primary School on Parsons Lane. 

Members of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning committee 
had previously turned down the plans 
because of concerns over the height of 
four-storey buildings proposed to look out 
over Parsons Lane. 

But Persimmon’s revised scheme for 
two-and-a-half and three-storey buildings 
were approved. 

The development will be 30 per cent 
affordable housing, including 21 one- 
bedroom flats, nine two-bedroom flats 
and three four-bedroom houses for rent, 
and 14 two-bedroom flats for shared 
ownership. 

In total, there will be 22 one-bedroom 
units, 52 two-bedroom units, 28 three- 
bedroom houses, 45 four-bedroom houses 
and 12 five-bedroom houses. 

A Section 106 agreement on Pers¬ 
immon’s contribution to education 
requirements is currently being drawn 
up by the council.

VETERANS have unveiled a new 
tribute to a hero who saved an 
entire town from disaster. 

Members of the Royal British Legion’s 
Littleport branch held a ceremony to 
commemorate former village resident 
Jim Nightall, who won the George Cross 
for his courage in uncoupling a burning 
wagon on a train laden with 400 tons of 
bombs as it passed through Soham on the 
night of June 2,1944. 

Mr Nightall, a fireman on the train, 
was killed along with signalman Frank 
Bridges when the single wagon exploded. 
But the other 51 wagons did not catch 
light and Soham was spared. 

Littleport already had a monument to 
Mr Nightall, but it was felt a new tribute 
was needed and Network Rail were able 
to provide funding. 

Mr Nightall and Mr Bridges died in the 
explosion, which flattened Soham station 
and smashed windows as far away as 
Wicken. Engine driver Ben Gimbert 
miraculously survived. The train was 
carrying bombs to an Essex port for the 
United States Air Force to use in the 
D-Day landings. The men’s bravery 
meant the crucial line stayed open. 

While generations of Littleport and 
Soham children have learned of the 
men’s heroism at school, wartime 
restrictions meant newspaper and radio 
reports could not name the town, limiting 
national knowledge of the disaster. 

The Soham Community History 
Museum unveiled a commemorative 
artwork dedicated to the men in June.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them...

I—, Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss.

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

□ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

ONLY a few years back a 
diesel powered luxury 
Grand Tourer would have 
sounded like a non-starter, 
with the world fixated on 
diesels as being noisy, smelly 
agricultural derivatives. 

Hop in the new BMW 635d Coupe 
and the scene has moved so far 
towards the jet fighter that I found 
myself wondering if the potential 
distractions of the cockpit had 
made the current legislation 
involving the use of mobile phones 
about as relevant as the need for 
goggles on a horse and cart. 

The 635d is the world’s first 
diesel-powered luxury grand tourer 
and, with the customers shelling 
out £50k+ for the entry-level model, 
you expect a certain amount of kit. 
Frankly it isn’t the fact that it 
accelerates to 62mph in 6.3 seconds 
or that it deliverers 40.9mpg on the 
combined cycle that is the main 
attraction here. You can have all 
the horsepower in the world these 
days, and it still only gets you to the 
next set of traffic lights at the same 
speed as everyone else. 

Instead the Coupe offers things 
like “intelligent leather” which

And as many as 20 per cent of Around one in seven drivers say the 

benefits of breaking minor driving 
laws far outweigh the risks of getting 
caught. 

But 23 per cent say they would bend 
driving laws less frequently if there 
was more chance of the law catching 
up with them. 

Despite so many motorists 
admitting to speeding, 62 per cent 
accept that it is a serious offence, with 
about the same number supporting 
the idea of more traffic police and 
speed cameras that photograph the 
driver. 

Nearly half would welcome a 20mph 
speed limit in built-up areas, with 60 
per cent wanting to see the limit 
reduced to lOmph near schools and 
parks. 

Also, 25 per cent would like driving 
licences to be immediately confiscated 
from those caught driving more than 
15mph over the limit, while 25 per 
cent think a one-year driving ban 
should be imposed on speeders. 

The figures came from an RAC 
report on motoring which was based 
on the views of 2,029 British 
motorists. 

The report also showed that 14 per 
cent admitted to driving when tired 
and going through a red light, while 
18 per cent had succumbed to road 
rage and 16 per cent had tailgated. 

RAC road safety consultant Robin 
Cummins said: “There’s been great 
progress over the last 20 years in 
highlighting the problems of drink¬ 
driving but more needs to be done to 
tackle motorists driving too fast. 
Speeding needs to become socially 
unacceptable if drivers are to change 
their attitudes to this potentially 
lethal habit.” 

“But it’s not just about changing 
mindsets. Other initiatives, such as 
reducing speed limits in bad weather, 
would help to lower the 7,000 road 
accidents on our roads each year 
caused by excessive speed, many of 
which are fatal.” 

Meanwhile campaingers have 
claimed a victory after figures showed 
the first fall in the number of tickets 
for motorists caught by speed 
cameras. 

In 2005 1.87 million drivers in 
England and Wales were fined after 
being caught on camera compared 
with 1.91 million a year before. 

By contrast the previous year saw 
an increase of more than 116,000 and 
almost 562,000 the year before that, 
the figures released by the Ministry of 
Justice show. 

The fall was also accompanied by a 
drop in the number of parking fines 
issued by local authorities in 2005. 

Edmund King, director of the RAC 
Foundation, attributed both decreases 
to more pragmatic approaches being 
taken to enforcement - with councils 
abandoning targets for parking con¬ 
tractors, and camera partnerships 
rethinking the siting of the devices. 

“I think there was no doubt that 
enforcement across the board whether 
it is speeding, whether it is parking, 
was becoming somewhat 
overzealous,” he said. 

“Now the authorities are realising 
that if they are slightly more 
reasonable people respect the law.”

Calls for cut in average 
C02 emissions for cars 



■ REDUCTION IN C02 ... new technologies needed. 


THE UK needs a “100 
gram standard” to cut 
carbon dioxide (C02) 
emissions from new 
passenger cars, scientists 
are claiming. 

Unless something is done to 
rectify current inertia, Britain 
will not make any cuts in 
carbon emissions from cars 
over the next 13 years, 
according to the Royal Society 
of Chemistry (RSC). 

Under the current policy 
framework, there will be no 
reduction at all in C02 
emissions from cars on 
Britain’s roads by 2020, by 
which time, according to the EU 
Parliament, total carbon 
emissions are meant to have 
been slashed by 20 per cent, it 
said in a report. 

Its proposed standard of 100 
grams of C02 for every 
kilometre driven is necessary to 
provide impetus for rapid 
development and deployment of 
alternative low-carbon fuels 
and vehicle technologies, it 
added. 

The proposed standard 
independently mirrors an EU 
parliamentary vote last week in 
favour of passenger cars 
having, by 2020, on average, no 


more than 95 grams of C02 per 
kilometre driven, down from 
the current value of 160, it said. 

Dr Jeff Hardy, RSC 
sustainable energy manager, 
said: “Reducing carbon dioxide 
emissions from passenger cars 
is an important part of a wider 
strategy to reduce emissions 
from power generation, 
industrial, transport and 
domestic sectors.” 

The report says that under 
the current policy framework it 
is unlikely there will be a net 
reduction in C02 emissions 
from private vehicles in the UK 
by 2020. 

Therefore, reductions could 
only be achieved by cutting the 
C02 emissions of individual 
vehicles still further and/or by 


constraining the growth in 
travel. 

The report also calls for 
technological advances from 
chemists, engineers and 
materials scientists such as 
developing lightweight (and 
safe) vehicles, with advanced 
tyres, engine oils and additives 
which save fuel, and technology 
which reduces engine wear and 
friction. 

The report points out that 
cars powered by a combination 
of fossil fuels and electric 
power (hybrids) can improve 
vehicle efficiency by 20-50 per 
cent or more. 

Improved battery reliability 
and performance is a key 
research and development 
challenge, it says.

Featuring an advanced common rail 
direct fuel injection system, the 
upgraded V6 TDI engine benefits from 
enhancements that boost combined 
cycle fuel economy from 33.6mpg to 
34.9mpg, reduce C02 output from 
279g/km to 260g/km and bring down 
the 0-62mph time by 0.6 seconds to 
8.5 seconds. 

Power rises from 233bhp to 
240bhp, delivered at 4,000rpm, and 
torque increases from 376 Ib.ft to an 
even healthier 405 Ib.ft, available from 
just 1,750rpm.

Price of petrol tops 
£1 a litre for first time 


THE average price of petrol at 
the pumps has pushed through 
the £1 a litre barrier for the first 
time, it was revealed this week. 

The average price based on 
Wednesday’s figures showed 
motorists are now having to 
pay 100.08p a litre for petrol, 
the AA said. Diesel has now 
risen to a new average high of 
103.32p a litre, the AA added. 

At the start of the year petrol 


was 88.32p a litre on average, 
with diesel at 93.68p a litre. 

This means that UK drivers 
are now spending an extra 
£8.08 million a day on petrol 
compared with the beginning 
of 2007. 

The contrast with February 
this year - when the lowest 
average petrol price of 85.99p 
a litre was recorded - is even 
greater.
